Old Way* and New. 


The old-fashioned virtues, and ways of life were admirably 


upheld in a public address given a few days ago by a promi- 
nentstale official of Connecticut,'who feels, as do many other 
observant people, that one of;the burdens of society at the 
present-lime consists in too many attempts at reform. 
Not 


tiiaUrue-reform is not always-ill order;-:;to 
:be,.devouUy desired 


and%clenlly striven for, but, in the view 
1 of'the speaker, the 


tendency is too strong to depart from'the old ways simply 
because-they are old, and to adopt the new simply because they 
are-different. 
The result is a constant clamor for changing 


nearly everything in the world and a feverish striving for so- 
called reform,, resulting in loo many instances in a drift away 
from things and ways of doing things that are well worth re- 
taining. 


The speaker told the truth when he said that there are a 


vast number of well meaning people who are trying to do 
things in every way but the right way. "They hate the beaten 
path," he said. "The old way, with them, is prima facie the 
wrong way." And one of tlie consequences of this modern 
restlessness and new view'of things is a never-ending demand 
for change in the name of reform, with a too frequent depar- 
ture from old ways and things that are better than the new. 


The speaker said that when he was a boy great emphasis 


was laid on the value of thrift, sobriety, hard work, patience, 
perseverance, grit and good cheer as elements of success in 
life. Also in the old days individual application was consid- 
ered highly necessary and every person was considered re- 
sponsible for his own acts. 


But now we are drifting from the old ways and the reform- 


ers are attempting to Iciad everything upon the shoulders of 
''society." 
If a man is out of work the. public is held respon- 


sible. 
If he has steady employment and fails to save his 


money the blame is placed'upon'"conditions"; and so on to 
the -end-' of the chapter, even the criminal being absolved 
largely'from responsibility for his acts and "society" being- 
lugged in as (he real malefactor. 


• The man who said these things is by no means averse to re- 


form, nor are his eyes closed to the need of reform in certain 
directions. But he is convinced that' so-called reform has be- 
come.too much of a whirlwind and that less agitation and more 
attention to principles and practices'that have proved their 
worth would'result in substantial good to young and old and 
accomplish more.for "society" than many of the frantic ef- 
forts- that.are being put forth in. its behalf. 


In some cities.the recent snow storm furnished temporary 


employment at least for men out of work, every available 
man being required to clear the streets. Which brings to mind 
the howl that was raised about the conditions of work under a 
similar condition in New York last winter. Men who work 
but little are usually very particular about the kind of work 
they do and the conditions under which they do it.

A mob of the unemployed in Seattle raided a lunch room 


and a market the other day and lugged away every edible in 
sight. They refused to go to life municipal home because 
they would have to work there. They preferred to be driven 
to desperation by "unemployment." 
Some of the rioters 


were arrested and the duty of the authorities should be very 
clear.
